The golden rule of perfumes is that, they 
should be faint—just memories, echoes, sus- 
picions. A perfume must be elusive. Nothing 
is moré trying than a scent which assaults 
the nostrils—however good it may be. In 
choosing a perfume every gitl should study 
her individuality—her ty her colouring, 
the sort of clothes she a ects or can afford. 
For instance, it is all wrong for a tailor- 
made girl to use a seductive tern ume, 
As a general rule, the fair-skinn fluffy, 
blonde types of beauty will be best suited by 
delicate flower essences—violet, sweet pea, 
tose, heliotrope, jasmine, and lily of the 
valley. 

Oe annie if you are dark and inclined to 
be foreign-looking something that suggests 
incense and ambergris, and tropical sun or 
starshine, is just the very thing for you; 
but: before deciding on the use of such a scent 
remember that of all perfumes it needs the 
most careful consideration, and that it must 
be expensive ,and should preferably be the

odours like the plague—they nearly all con- 
tain musk and sandal wood, two things which 
swiftly grow stale, and, as they cling per- 
sistently, are anything but pleasant. 

The ‘‘ in-between ” type of beauty who has 
neither blonde delicacy nor dark exoticness has 
a wide choice in the prepared essences now on 
the market in such profusion. To mention a 
few—Mon Boudoir, Le Perfume, Ideal Golden 
Morn, Royal Cyclamen, and Chypa ; while for 
the sweet silver-haired old lady there is 
nothing more delightful than lavender. 

When choosing perfume do not test its 
fragrance by sniffing from the bottle, for in 
that way the scent is overpoweringly strong. 
The best plan is to place a drop or two in the 
palm of one hand, and then rub the hands 
together. In this way the perfume can be 
accurately judged. 

Above all, remember to be careful that your 
scents match. Don’t use one sort in your face 
powder, another for your toilet soap, and yet 
a third in your scent spray. The same per- 
fume should pervade everything. And if you 
want to retain that elusiveness already re- 
ferred to the only wav to have it in its 
perfection is by a carefully planned scheme.

COCOANUT CAKE. 


Take one teacupful flour, two ounces 
butter, one tablespoonful fine sugar, the 
yolk of an egg, a few drops of essence 
of lemon, and a little cold water. 

Cream the butter and sugar together, 
and add the flour. Miz yolk of egg, 
lemon and water, and add. to dry in- 
gredients. Line a sandwich tin with 
paste, which should be rolled out thin, 
After lining tin, spread with jelly or jam. 
Then cream together half a teacup sugar, 
piece of butter (size of an egg); add to 
this one teacup desiccated cocoanut, and 
mix together with a well-beaten egg.

HE price of wisdom may be above NEW form of house economy is to 
I precious stones, but again and again realise the possibilities of attic 

there come. times when it is folly to be chambers. You have an attic, perhaps 


wise, and it is already time to remove one’s 
jewels from their summer hiding place 
amongst velvet and satin cases and bring 
them forth to meet the electric high-lights 
of the autumn ballrooms. 

There is a mysterious lure in the gleam of 
precious stones that has attracted women of 
all time in all lands. ‘There is some secret 
hypnotising power in the shimmer of jewels 
that draws lovely woman under their spell and 
makes her delight in their cold _ brilliance. 
After a period of complete abstinence from 
such adornment jewellery has become more 
desirable and more desired than ever. 

It may be that the prevalence of black, 
with its sombre simplicity, demands the 
brilliance of diamonds. Or it may be that 
the high, straight décolletage of the modern 
eyening frock needs the radiance of pearls 
to replace the lustre of white throats.

If you have a 
dormer window that is wide let it acquire a 
window seat, while if it be of narrow pro- 
portions give it curtains of white dotted 
muslin to frame a dressing table looking over 
the country. 

Chintz is inseparable from your whimsical 
attic, and grey, rose and blue could inter- 
mingle on the chair covers, on the bed 
hangings, and round the window frames, giv- 
ing a last delightful rosy touch to your 
fascinating little retreat under the eaves.

PRAISE FOR JURORS. 


Addressing the grand jury at the opening 
of the Criminal Sessions for the City of Dublin 
yesterday at Green street Courthouse, the 
Recorder said that there were forty-seven 
cases, which included two of manslaughter 
and one of attempted murder. 

Speaking of the condition of the city 
generally, he said that the orgy of destruc- 
tion which had obliterated throughout the 
country, and more especially in their capital, 
many ancient landmarks and glories of their 
country’s past, the long-prevailing total dis- 
regard of the sanctity of human life, the dis- 
appearance of all order and security for either 

erson or property—these things formed the 
ong agony from which they had to an ap- 
preciable extent recently emerged. The 
struggle for liberty, progress and justice had 
been a herculean ‘task, but a substantial 
measure of success had been obtained, and 
rampant and bilatent disorder had en 
crushed. There were signs throughout the 
country that the sanction of the law might 


1 again prevail, 


That historic Court had not, through all 
the welter of confusion, crime and disorder, 
ceased for even one day to function; there 
the fair, firm and fearless discharge of civic 
obligations by the city jurors taught offenders 
that immunity from conviction and punish- 
ment was not to be relied on; they performed 
their duty nobly and courageously, and a 
much-needed example was given of the vindica- 
tion of justice. He feared, from the list they 
had to deab with, that it was not yet possible 
to say that the evil condition of affairs was 
completely crushed; no doubt, it was scotched, 
but absolute victory in future depended on 
the loyal co-operation of all classes in the 
enforcement of the law. 

It was a matter of congratulation that there 
had never been a miscarriage of justice in 
that Court during his tenure, and he could 
speak for that. hey would permit him to 
conclude with a repetition of the expression 
of the hope that the administration of justice 
in the future in that Geurt would secure the 
same public confidence and inspire the same 
respect which that tribunal of which they 
formed an honoured part had enjoyed 
throughout its past. 


UNDER THE SHADOW. 


IMPENDING DISSOLUTION OF 
GRAND JURY SYSTEM. 


The Recorder, in his address to the county 
grand jury, said that there were eight cases 
to be investigated. He went on to say to the 
grand jurors that they met as a grand jury 
under the shadow of impending permanent 
dissolution. If he might use the phrase, they 
did so in the fulness of age, of honour and of 
service. He trusted that he was not in any 
sense whatever entering the arena of political 
discussion when he suggested that, however 
wise and proper the abolition of grand 
juries throughout the country was, it was 
worthy of consideratfon whether it would not 
be wise to retain the power of summoning the 
grand jury in the capital and their metro- 
politan county in the Central Criminal Court 
to be established. The history of the great 
democracy of the United States, and especially 
of the State of New York, afforded intetesting 
examples, apart altogether from ordinary 
criminal presentments, how nseful and pro- 
tective a grand jury might be. 

The dealing by grand jury presentment with 
great violations of public duty, or neglect of 
public duty, or misuse by corporations of 
their powers, or other great misdemeanours 
against the public and public right, 
was not only useful, but a _protec- 
tion and safeguard of liberty. It was 
not without interest that in the country 
where the grand jury system was begotten 
and was Neg! ss appreciated, the grand 
jury was retained in the Central Criminal 
Court. He did not desire to be misunderstood. 
He was aware that the grand jury system 
throughout Ireland had outlived any use 
whatever, but in a Central Criminal Court for 
the whole county there were many reasons 
which occurred to a constitutional lawyer 
urging the desirability of avoiding abolition 
and the wisdom of its retention. | 

“ You are part of the County Sessions for 
centuries held at Kilmainham,”’ continued the 
Recorder, ‘“‘ which discharged for the metro- 
politan county the duties which Commissioners 
or Judges of Assize discharged elsewhere. The 
condition of the jails and the increase of 
treasons is the reason given in the Irish 
Statute for the issuing of Commissions to sit 
in vacation, and under this up to the present 
the sessions work is supplemented, and Com- 
missions are held in this Court. 

“In discharging you, and bidding you fare- 
well, I desire to paraphrase what I said to 
the city grand jury, and to repeat I trust 
your duties will in future be discharged as 
free from expense, as expeditiously, and as 
efficiently as your past service shows.” 


THE TRIALS.

It was stated that the property had 
recovered. 

The Recorder said that he would record 
sentences of six months’ imprisonment in the 
case of the boys, but would postpone the 
operation of the sentence until November, 
when the boys should come up again before 
the Court. The young woman, Mary Pigeon, 
was discharged. It was stated that she bought 
only seven second-hand golf balls. 

A WORTHLESS CHEQUE. 

Francis J. Murphy was sentenced to 18 
months’ imprisonment for obtaining £15 from 
Kathleen ven. hotel proprietress, Kings- 
town, by falsely pretending that a worthless 
cheque for £20 10s., which he gave in payment 
of his bill for £5 10s., was given to him by 
a stockbroker. 

When he heard the sentence, he exclaimed— 
You are gending an innocent man to jail. 

_ The Recorder—I have been doing. that for 
the last eighteen or nineteen years. (Laughter. ) 
THE TELEGRAM CASE. 

A case that had been heard at the last 
sessions was again before the Recorder. On 
the former occasion a man named John Kenny 
had been found guilty of forging a telegram 
in the name of John Roche, Haddington road, 
in connection with the sale of horses to the 
Belgian Horse Commission, and had received 
a sentence of three years’ imprisonment. The 
Recorder then intimated that, if £500 were 
paid to Roche, to recoup him for the loss he 
was alleged to have sustained, the sentence 
would not be enforced. 

Mr. James Cawley (instructed by Mr. 
Friery), for the accused man, said that since 
the previous decision, Mr. Roche started civil 
proceedings, which were not defended, and judg- 
ment was marked against Kenny by default. 
A Sheriff's jury assessed- damages at £150, 
and the defendant was now in a position to 
pay the amount. 

The Recorder asked what about the costs. 

Mr. Cawley—We are prepared to pay the 
costs when taxed and ascertained. 

Mr. Lane Joynt, solicitor, in reply to the 
Recorder, said that: his costs on behalf of 
Mr. Roche were £70.

FISHERY RIGHTS IN 
LOUGH FOYLE. 


DISTRICT JUSTICE’S 
STATEMENT. 


—_ 


The question of the ownership of Lough 
Foyle and the fishing rights therein, as 
afiected by the Anglo-lrish Íreaty, was raised 
in cases which were heard by District Justice 
Walsh at Moville yesterday, where the crews 
of five fishing vessels were charged with using 
a net within the limits of a several fishery 
without a licence. The several fishery was 
Lough Foyle, which was claimed by the Irish 
Society under a grant from King Charles II. 

Mr. Walsh declared that at present the 
King of England as such had no rights what- 
soever in the soil or waters of the Irish Free 
State, and he quoted Article 11 of the Con- 
stitution: Am Inquisition sitting under Royal 
Commission in Derry found that the royalties 
and fishings of Lough Foyle belonged to Queen 
Elizabeth by right of her crown, and the 
British courts in this country held that that 
finding established a prima facie right in the 
Crown; but was that so under the laws of 
Saorstat Eireann. Was he—the first ,regu- 
larly constituted court functioning under a 
Government internationally recognised, and 
deriving its sanction from the people of Ire- 
land and not from the wsurped authority 
that had sat in Inishowen since the O’Dohertys 
were driven from their heritage—to be bound 
by the findings of a body dominated by con- 
fiscations, eager to find a pretext to dispossess 
native owners, and, no doubt, utterly ignorant 
of the laws, customs and usages under which 
the property with which they were dealing 
had been held? i 

Further it appeared that Lough Foyle was 
not included in either the County Derry or 
the County Donegal, and since the Govern- 
ment of Ireland in October, 1920, declared 
Northern Ireland to consist of only six Par- 
liamentary counties and two boroughs, it was 
evident that the whole of Lough Foyle up to 
high water mark on the County Derry or 
Magilligan side belonged to the Free State, 
so that there was no entrance to Derry port 
except through the Free State waters. As 
the question of title was involved, he marked 
the cases “no jurisdiction.”

QUESTION OF TONNAGE 
MEASUREMENTS. 


The Board of Trade inquiry into the strand- 
ing in the River Elbe on July 26, and the 
subsequent foundering in the North Sea on the 
next day, of the steamship Villareal was 
opened in London yesterday. 

Mr. Cunliffe, for the Board of Trade, said 
that the main questions were—Was the vessel 
loaded properly at Trangsund; was she over- 
loaded above the proper load line, and 
whether, having regard to the timber cargo 
she was carrying, the way she was stowed, 
and the list that developed, the apertures in 
the vessel’s deck were properly protected for 
the navigation of the North Sea? The vessel, 
added Mr. Cunliffe, was purchased by the 
Anna Company for £20,000, and there was a 
mortgage of £8,000 in existence. She was 
insured for £14,000 at the time of her Joss. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Thomas Benbow 
McNabb, registered manager, said that the 
German measurements of the vessel’s gross 
tonnage did not agree with the contentions of 
the British authorities on the point, and if 
she had returned home she would have been 
re-measured to see whether she was compelled 
to carry wireless. 

Captain Stanley Betts, master, said that the 
Villareal, when she left Trangsund carrying 
2,000 tons weight of timber, had a slight list 
to starboard. he list was corrected, but she 
subsequently took a list to port. This, at the 
Kiel Canal, was reduced to four degrees, and 
the authorities granted a stabilitv certificate. 
She ran aground in the River Elbe through 
refusing to answer the helm. She got off the 
bank. curiously enough, with a list to star- 
board. This increased, and she sank near 
Nordeney. The ship’s papers were Jost in the 
vortex caused by the sinking. He considered 
that she must have sustained damage on the 
bank. : 

The hearing was adjourned till Thursday. 


YOUNG MARRIED 
WOMAN’S DEATH. 


BODY EXHUMED LAST NIGHT. 


Arrangements having been completed yes- 
terday afternoon, the exhumation of the body 
of Mrs. Beatrice Clarkson took place after 
dark at Witney yesterday evening. Three 
men were engaged in the removal of the earth, 
but observation of their movements was Ere- 
vented by means of a screen erected around 
the grave. Policemen stationed at -arious 
points in the cemetery kept careful watch to 
prevent unauthorised persons being present. 
As soon as the coffin was lifted from the 
grave it was placed.on a bier on wheels and 
conveyed to the workhouse, which is almost 
opposite the cemetery. A number of neople 
who had gathered in the vicinity during the 
exhumation followed in procession. 

The post-mortem examinatien_will be made 
by Dr. Gibson, the Oxford pathologist, who 
will be assisted by Dr. Drew, of Witney. 
The examination will take place immediately. 
The inquest will be conducted this afternoon 
by the Coroner. Mr. R. F. Cuthbert. Only 
evidence of exhumation and identification 
will be given, and the inquiry will then “be 
adjourned pending the report of a Home Office 
expert regarding certain parts of the deceased 
woman's body. 

Throughout the day numbers of residents 
visited the grave fh Witney Cemetery. The 
coffin when taken up was found to be in 
almost as perfect a condition as on the day of 
the burial. As soon as it was brought to the 
surface it was sealed by Inspector Hawtin, 
and was immediately removed to the work- 
house. s 

Mr. Clarkson, the husband, reached Witnev 
by the last train from London yesterday even- 
ing, and proceeded at once to the house of 
Mr. and Mrs. Pim. 

Mrs. Clarkson, who was 31 years of age, 
was married on May 19 last to Charles Clark. 
gon, a waiter, and lived afterwards in London. 
She became ill towards the end of August, 
and was removed to St. Thomas’s Hospital. 
where she died on September 6th. The burial 
took place in Witney, her native place. The 
death certificate stated that the cause of death 
was pyelitis and uraemia. 


HAYDN’S “ CREATION,” 


PERFORMANCE IN RATHMINES 
CHURCH, 

It is refreshing in these days of strife and 
restlessness to turn to the more peaceful and 
less discordant works, which the generations 
previous to ours so dearly loved. Of these 
works, one of the most appreciated and most 
widely perforuzed was Haydn's ‘ Creation,’’ 
which was first produced in London in 1800, 
and reached its zenith of popularity about 50 
years ago. It is but seldom heard now, so 
that when a performance is given, such as 
that in- Rathmines Parish Church last night, 
the music comes with a freshness and revi- 
vifying power, which is beneficial in its in- 
finence. 

The work was given in a way which showed 
that infinite care, thoroughness, and musical 
understanding had been expended on its pre- 
paration by Mr. Turner Huggard. The choir 
retiected great credit on his training, the 
sopranos being sweet and true, and the tone 
of the whole choir well blended and of 
uleasant quality. Mr. Huggard’s organ play- 
ing and accompanying showed his musicianly 
skill, and proved as good a substitute for the 
original orchestral accompaniments as it 
would be possible to find. His colour effects 
uiways enhanced the beauty of the. music, 
and were never aggressive or hizerre. 

The opening chorus began with a beautiful 
pianissimo, and the climax was well brought 
out. Indeed, all the choruses showed intelli- 
gent and thoughtful singing 

Madame Borel sang the *‘ Creation ** music 
in her own pure and artistic way. It is music 
which might have been written for her, so 
perfectly does it suit her particular voice and 
stvie of ainging. Mr. Victor Cole, whose 
tenor voice is very pleasing, sang his work 
with njce artistic taste, “In Native Worth ” 
heing a snecially good performance, Mr. R. 
Tambert Patterson was the bass soloist. Mr.

A COMPARISON OF WAGERS,

It will be remembered that witneases before 
the recent Fiscal Inguiry Committee stated 
that the Great Southern and Western Railway 
Company’s works at Imchicore were not 
utilised to their full capacity, and that engines 
and rolling stock had been imported instead 
of being made at Inchicore. The Committee 
thereupon invited the railway company to 
send in a memorandum indicating the causes 
which operate against the full utilisation of 
the Inchicore Works. Subjoined is the text 
of the company’s statement in _— — 

The company desire to offer the’ following 
observationg on the statements given in 
evidence before the Fiscal Inquiry Committee 
with reg&rd to the importation of rolling stock 
and parts in recent years:— . 

It has always been the policy of the Great 
Southern and Western Company to manufac- 
ture everything they can in the shape of 
rolling stock and equipment in this country, 
so as to give the maximum amount of employ- 
ment here 

Our works at Inchicore are the largest rail- 
way. works in the country; they extend over 
as much as 70 acres, and we employ some- 
thing like 1,750 men. 

For many years prior to the war all new 
engines were built at Inchicore. As a result 
of the war our renewals fell seriously into 
arrear, as we were unable to get the necessary 
materials, and many of the men were engaged 
on the production of munitions. When peace 
was declared we found it was impossible to 
overtake these arrears, and were constrained 
to order six engines and tenders from England 
in the year 1919, which were only delivered 
in September, 1922. No others have been 
ordered since. 

We also, for the same reasons, had to order 
goods wagons, locomotive boilers, and certain 
engine parts; but no orders have been given 
since January, 1922. 

THE CAUSES STATED. 

We are asked to indicate ‘‘the causes, if 
any, operative against the utilisation to their 
full capacity of the railway works at 
Inchicore,’’ | 

The principal cause is that the existing rates 
of wages which have to be paid to the skilled 
and semi-skilled tradesmen here are so much 
in excess of those paid in Great Britain that 
it has become a question whether we can 
continue to manufacture new rolling stock at 
Inchicore as cheaply as it can be imported. 

It has always been a moot point as to 
whether engines should be built in this 
country or purchased in Great Britain. So 
long as the wages of skilled tradesmen in the 
two countries were alike, or nearly so, this 
company considered’ they could economically 
be built here: but the much higher wages-nt 
present paid in this country will, we think, 
turn the balance in favour of purchasing loco- 
motives abroad. 

Owing to the destruction of a considerable 
number of passenger carriages by the Irregular 
forces, the company had occasion to build new 
stock in substitution, and on making en- 
quiries it was found the coaches could be 
bought, delivered in Dublin, at about £300 
each less than we could make them at Inchi- 
core. The principal reason for this is that 
the wages paid to coachmakers here largely 
exceed those paid in England. The following 
are examples of the rates of wages paid at 
Inchicore and those paid by the principal 
English railway companies :'—

So long as this country is handicapped by 
the excessive wages payable here as compared 
with those paid in Great Britain, it is scarcély 
reasonable to expect any increase in the

A COMPLAINT FROM CLONMEL 


A correspondent writes :— 

“I desire to draw the attention of the 
travelling public to the present very unsatis- 
factory train service for the residents of 
Clonmel and locality who have to travel to 
Kingsbridge (Dublin). The service to Kings- 
bridge is fairly satisfactory, but the service 
from Kingsbridge is very very unsatisfactory. 
Three trains run daily from Clonmel (which 
give a connection at Thurles for Kingsbridge) 
at about (1) 9 o’clock a.m., (2) 12 o’clock noon, 
and (3) 3.35 o’clock p.m., and they arrive at 
Kingsbridge at about 1.20 o'clock p.m., 5 
o'clock p.m,, and 7.30 o'clock p.m., respec- 
tively. ' 

‘Three trains run from Kingsbridge, which 
give a connection for Clonmel at ‘ Thurles, 
viz.: at about (1) 7.30 o'clock a.m., (2) 9.30 
o'clock a.m., and 12.30 o'clock p.m. There- 
fore, any person from Clonmel who has busi- 
ness to transact in Dublin will have to remain 
away from home for two nights, as the first 
train from Clonmel does not arrive in Kings- 
bridge until about 1.20 o'clock p.m., or prac- 
tically an hour after the last train for Clonmel] 
leaves Kingsbridge. A train at present leaves 
Kingsbridge at about 4.45 o'clock p.m. but 
this does not give a connection for Clonmel at 
Thurles. Conld not the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Company run a connection 
for the latter train at Thurles, and so enable 
the public from Clonmel to get to Dublin and 
back in the one day’? This train could arrive 
at Clonmel at about 8.30 o’clock p.m., and 
would revive a service that was available for 
several years. The ‘Rosslare’ train which 
now leaves Clonmel at about 8.15 o'clock p.m, 
could be delayed at the latter place until the 
train from Thurles arrives, so that the public 
would also have a connection to Carrick-on- 
Suir, etc.,“0n the ‘ Rosslare’ train, and per- 
sons going to Cahir, etc., could make a con- 
nection on the ‘night mail,’ which leaves 
Clonmel at about 9.15 o'clock p.m. 

“ This alteration in the train service need 
not mean that an additional extra train would 
be required from Thurles to Clonmel, as the 
connection at Thurles off the 12.30 o'clock p.m. 
train from Kingsbridge could he discontinued 
At present it is useless, and serves no pur- 
nose. as one verv seldom can get business in 
the Citv of Dublin finished in time to make 
use of the Jatter train.’’

FORBIDDEN TO RESIDE IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND. 
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OFFENDER IMPRISONED FOR 


TWO MONTHS. 

James Davey, of 62 Baker street, Belfast, 
who had been interned at Larne, was sen- 
tenced to two months’ imprisonment at 
Belfast yesterday for a breach of the Home 
Office Order, forbidding him to reside in the 
six counties. 

A police sergeant stated that on the 27th 
of September at about twelve midnight, 
with other policemen, he visited 62 Baker 
street. The defendant was in bed when the 
police entered the house, Witness told him 
to get up and get dressed and accompany him 
to the barracks.

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BELGIAN REGULATIONS FOR

aubergines, except whére consignments are 
accompanied by official certificates of the 
freedom from the Colorado beetle of the dis- 
trict where the produce was wn. In the 
case of potatoes the certificate must also in- 
clud@ a statement that wart disease does not 
exist within 12). miles of the place where the 
tubers were grown, and if the disease exists 
between three miles and 12, miles of that 
place the consignment must examined by 
a Government Inspector and certified as being 
free from the disease. The Department are. 
prepared to arrange for the issue of the cer- 
tificates required by the Belgian Government, 
and, where necessary, for inspections.

OLD MAN ASKS TO HAVE IT 
SET ASIDE. 


At the Dail Eireann Courts (Winding Up) 
Commission yesterday, before. Commissioners 
Meredith, K.C. (Chairman), Crowley, and 
Devitt, the case of Thomas Ahern v. John 
Callaghan was listed for hearing on appeal by 
the defendant. 

The statement of claim set out that the 
plaintiff was the owner of part of the lands 
of Tibbotstown, Co. Cork, containing 24 acres, 
and the chattels thereon. By deed dated 
15th Áil, 1921, the plaintiff assigned the 
lands and chattels to the defendant. The 
plaintiff said that at the time the deed was 
executed he was incapable of understandin 
the nature and effect of the deed, and <a 
to have it set aside. 

The defendant, in his defence, said that, 
in reference to the statement that the plain- 
tiff was incapable of understanding the nature 
and effect of the déed and the transaction, 
it was fully: explained to him, and: that he 
fully understood what he was doing and the 
nature and effect of the deed. 

The case originally came before the East 
Cork Circuit. Court, presided over by Mr. 
Cahir Davitt, and a majority decided in favour 
of the plaintiff. Mr. Davitt dissented, and 
the defendant appealed against the decision, 

Mr. Serjeant tens and Mr, J. McCarthy 
(instructed by Mr. W. F. O’Conhor, solicitor, 
Cork) appeared for the plaintiff (respondent) ; 
and Mr. H. D. Conner, K.C., atid Mr. J. M. 
Fitzgerald (instructed by Mr. W. J. Barry, 
solicitor, Midleton) appeared for the defendant 
(appellant). 

Mr. Conner said that the Justices, apart 
from Mr. Davitt, came to a conclusion on a 
point not at issue at all. They seemed to 
think that the plaintiff was making a will. 
Judge Davitt, it would be shown, was abso- 
lutely correct in his view of the case. Counsel 
added that the plaintiff was an elderly man, 
and, except for an affection of the head from 
which he sometimes suffered, he was abso- 
lutely capable of disposing of his affairs. He 

a farm of 24 acres, a few cows, and some 
other stock. He had a nephew-in-law, the 
defendant, John Callaghan, for whom he ap- 
pea to have some affection, and wished to 
do something for him. He sent for Mr. 
Barry, and told him that he wished to make 
a will in favour of Callaghan and to give 
him some money. 

Mr. Barry pointed out that a will would 
not operate until after his death. The assign- 
ment in question, wag afterwards drawn up. 
In April, 1921, he was seen by the parish 
priest, to whom he complained, and the: priest 
advised him to settle his affaire while he was 
in his health. Callaghan went into posses- 
sion, paid the rent, and sold the stock. 
When they found that he was doing this the 
other relatives came in to try and get some- 
thing for themselves. 

The Chairman said that the old man ap- 
peared to be under the impression that. the 
deed only referréd to his farm, and that a 
will would be necessary to deal with his 
money and other property. 

Mr. Conner, KC That would appear to 
be so. Counsel handed in the deed, by which 
Ahern gave the farm to Callaghan for £400, 
and, if the plaintiff died before the money 
was paid at the ráe of £100 a year, 
Callaghan was to pay only £100 to brothers 
and a sister of the plaintiff's and £20 for 


Masses. 
LIKE A STORY. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, for the plaintiff, said 
that the case was like a story from Carleton's 
‘ Tales of the Irish Peasahtry.”’ His client wag 
an old man, 72 years of age, and he was 
done out of his land by this deed,. The plain- 
tiff was to give up his land and be compelled 
to live in one room and go nowhere else in the 
house. All that he was to gét was £400 in 
yearly instalments of £100, and if it was not 
paid when the plaintiff died Callaghan had 
only to pay £100; to be divided among 
Ahern’s relatives, and £20 for Messes. This 
was a transaction that frequently occurred 
among the peasantry of Ireland, and such 
deeds were frequently set aside by the judges 
in the County Courts. The old man knew no 
more about the neture of the deed than 
counsel did before he came into the case. 
Mr. Barry had acted for both sides. Chief 
Baron Palles had vehemently laid it down 
that in the p's con gpaten of such deeds both 
parties should have separate legal advice. 
Counsel snbmitted that the doctor’s evidence 
showed that the old man was on the point of 
a mental break-down and was not capable of 
understanding the terms or meaning of a 
deed. 

Commissioner Cro said that the weak- 
ness of the whole proceeding was that there 
was not a solicitor on each side. 
Mr. Serjeant Hanna said Ahat the evidence 
proved that at the time the deed was made 
Ahern. was in a bad way physically and 
mentally, and it was obvious that Callaghan 
suggested to the old man to settle his affairs, 
and he was an inte son. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, addressing the Court for the 
appellant, said that the intervention in the 
Court below of three justices inexperienced in 
Chancéty matters,was regrettable. No judge 
would ask for the? assistance of a jury in a 
Chancery’ case. .

She has 
given the Dominions reciprocal advan- 
tages, but they are insufficient to enable 
countries like Australia to expand to any-

We wish that a book which is destined, 
no doubt, to a small circulation among 
scholars could be listed, by some happy 
chance, with the ' best sellers’’ of the 
present month.

British Polo. 


The final of the American Championship 
Cup for polo was played last Saturday, 
when the Meadowbrook team beat the 
British Army by the narrow margin of 
twelve goals to nine.

The British Army did well 
to get into the final, and, though 
previously they lost two out of three 
matches against the American Army, their 
defeat was by no means a rout. Naturally 
the team's magnificent effort against 
Meadowbrook—the team which commands 
the finest players and ponies in the United 
States—has fostered the belief that the 
Anternational Cup may find its way once 
more across the Atlantic as the result of 
the next encounter, It will be won, how- 
ever, only if neither molley nor effort is 


spared in selecting and mounting the 
British team. Last week the American 
Army team were mounted, regardless of 
cost,. by the United States Government, 
while their opponents rode their own 
ponies and, of course, were more inclined 
to nurse them. In the selection of the 
British team, moreover, the claims of the 
distinguished veterans must be canvassed 
unsentimentally. The American team, as 
a writer in The Times observes, will be 
full of youth and pugnacity, against which 
skill, unaccompanied by staying and hitting 
power, will be of little value.

DUBLIN COURTS.

THE RECORDER'S HISTORICAL 
SURVEY. 


The following historical survey was given 
hy the Recorder of Dublin yesterday in his 
addiess to the grand gury — |. ., 

The charters of the city give jurisdiction of 
tae amplest character, both civil and criminal, 
to the Lord Mayor and Recorder ; every dis- 
pute between citizens is made triable in the 
borough court, and every Dublin crime, ex- 
cept treason, in the city criminal court. . 

he borough court, which is the replica 
of the London Mayor’s court, for many cen- 
turies, and .p to the time of Sir Frederick 
Shaw. was the principal city court; 1% passed 
into disuse in Sir Frederick Falkiner's (my 
predecessor) time, because, although more 
than one Statute, including the Judicature 
Act, provided for the making of modern rules 
of procedure, none were made; every effort 
to secure them failed, and, in result, the 
mercantile classes and the citizens are de- 
prived of the full benefit of their court, 
though similar London and the Passage 
Court, in Liverpool, were dealt with, and 
modern procedure provided. 
; The Municipal Corporation Reforms Act 
vested all the powers of the Lord stayor in 
the Recorder. The civil bill jurisdiction, 
both in the City and the Kilmainham 
Sessions, was conferred by Statute of the 
Irish Parliament on both courts, +.¢., city and 
county, at the same ‘time —— as it wer 
given to the Judges an Commissioners of 
Assize, long before what 1s now known as 
the County Courts were instituted. These 
courts were created by the Irish Act of 1796, 
which was brought in and carried by Lord 
Clare. By it nearly 30 judicial positions at 
pleasure were created. The judges were then 
called assistant barristers, subsequently Chair- 


en of Quarter Sessions. 1 
. “Fiú Paces il in the original Act of 1796 
founding the courts is but little changed, and, 
save for increases in amount of jurisdiction, 
is substantially embodied in the Consolidated 
Act of 1851. The Lord Mayor and Recorder 
were both elective offices; tha latter was 
irremovable under an early Statute ot Irish 
Parliament, and the office of Recorder re- 
mained elective to the appointment of my 
predecessor, Sir Frederick Falkiner. The 
citizens have had, throughout the centuries 
and up to now, their criminal court and civil 
court. with the defects I have referred to, 
capable of being remedied by the passing 
and publication of rules. The mercantile 
classes have for years struggled for better- 

nt, but in vain. 
hoes remains in the civil bill side the 
civil bill jurisdiction, which is workable only 
urder the Consolidated Procedure Act of 
1851 Every attempt to improve this has 
met a similar fate to all attempts at re- 
form. The building in which we sit Is city 
property vested in the Corporation, the staff 
are Corpor:tion officials, paid out of the city 
rates: the Lord Mayor is Chief Magistrate, 
and, as Lord Mayor, takes precedence of all 
within the city; the Recorder, by express 
statutable enactment, has rank next after the 
Lord Mayor. 

The annals of the city are replete with 
evidence of the struggles of the citizens to 
maintain and retain the civic character of 
these courts. I feel you will agree that the 
capital is entitled to have a tribunal alike 
suitable and worthy. I venture, even though 
I be the last and least of the long line of 
holders of the oldest judicial office in the 
country, to assert that the honour and dignity 
of the capital and the rights and: privileges 
of its Corporation demand that somewhat 
different considerations ought apply in their 
case to that of a country town. .. . 

(It is interesting to recall that more than 
one ofthe Chairmen ofeKilmainham Sessions 
played an important part in contemporary 
events, and the circumstances that on the 
assembly of Grattan’s Parliament in 1782 the 
King’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer 
consisted of nine judges and a Lord Chan- 
cellor. the number of judges was increased to 
12 in 1783, and, except Dublin City and 
County, these judges discharged throughout 
all Ireland at Assizes the legal business for 
the discharge of which the present County 
Courts had their origin in 1796. When the 
population and mode of travelling and bulk 
of litigation is regarded; it is a marked 
example of what can be done. |]

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PORTUGUESENAVY¥ BEATEN 
 -BY FISHING REET. 


CONSPIRATORS WHO WENT OFF 
WITH THE FUNDS. 
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IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
ISBON, Tuesday. 

The third revolutionary plot against M. 
Teixeira Gomes, the new President of 
Portugal, who landed/ Jast Wednesday, was 
discovered to-day. President Gomes. was 
hissed at the bull fight on Sunday. The Army 
is being kept under arms ready for any 
emergency, and the President s enemies are 

rophesying that he will go the way of all 
b ese Presidents, five of whom have 
been assassinated and the others run out of 
the country. 

Since the Republic was established M. Jose 
Dalmeida, the retiring President, was the 
first to serve a full term. 

The strike of fishermen and the high price 
oí fish has been the cause of much discontent, 
which M. Gomes’s enemies direct against 
him. When the fish supplies ran short several 
weeks ago the Government sent the gunboat 
Mundovy to the coastal fish banks to inform 
foreign fishing craft that. the Treaty for- 
bidding them to land their fish in Portugal 
would be suspended for the duration of the 
strike. 

The Mundovy broke down two miles out, 
and had to be towed home, occasioning much 
delay. The Government then proposed to 


the Seas, with the glad tidings. 

It was finally: decided to be the more 
prudent course to keep the Terror of the Seas 
moored to the dock at the foot of the main 
street of Lisbon, where it could shoot the 
length of the city in case of a revolution, and 
to guarantee the peaceful reception of the new 
President. 

The Mundovy was sent out a second time, 
but the foreign fishermen fied because they 
had been fishing within the three mile limit, 
and they feared that the gunboat meant 
trouble. The Mundovy pursued the fisher- 
men for a full day in its effort to give them 
the good news, but succeeded only in scaring 
them and keeping them in their flight at such 
speed that the gunboat could not catch up 
with them. 

The fish famine became more intense daily 
owing to the breakdown of the Portuguese 
Navy, and, as fish is the chief article of diet 
in Portugal, the enemies of the President 
have had no difficulty in directing the dis- 
content with the situation against him, al- 
though he is wholly innocent of responsibility. 
The strike is just now being settled, but the 
hungry stomachs are still aching. 

The first revolutionary outbreak occurred 
early last week to prevent President Gomes 
from landing from the British cruiser, but 
the rebels were quelle 

The second broke out a few hours after he 
landed, but the principal conspirators had run 
off with the funds intended for the purchase 
of arms, leaving the rebels rather weak.

Kingdom produce and reahufactures to the 
Dominions totalled £270.000.000, while 
Europe took £247,000,000. Australia took 95 
per cent. of manufactured goods. India 944 
per cent., Canada 80 per cent., the United 
States 69 per cent.. France 58 per cent., and 
Germany 52 per cent. 

FREE ACCESS NOT ENOUGH. 

The Dominion markets were of very great 
value to Great Britain, but their potential 
value could not be estimated. The British 
market was of great value to the Dominions. 
and it was widely felt that there was a real 
danger that the Dominions would not hold their 
own in the British market in the future. 
Free access was not enough when the 
Dominions had to compete with the produc- 
tion of cheap or coloured labour, with the 
dumped pci, ch production of other countries, 
depreciated currencies and great ‘‘ combines,”’ 
which were growing up all over the world. 

A resolution passed at the 1918 Conference, 
that the time had arrived when all encourage- 
ment should be given w the development of 
Imperial resources, and especially to making 
the Empire independent of other countries in 
respect of food supplies, raw materials and 
essential industries, had been acted upon in 
Australia, and they had done everything in 
their power to promote the trade of Britain. 
Great Britain had followed it up, but only 
to a very modified extent. 

“We think,” said Mr. Bruce, “that the 
interests of Britain would be advanced if she 
went a little further down the path which 
she has already set her feet to, and I think if 
she would do one thing it would greatly 
facilitate the solution of all the questions we 
are thinking of at the moment in Australia. 
At the present moment Great Britain has a 
tariff upon certain items such as dried fruits, 
and we have a scheme in Australia which is 
really the test scheme for the whole of our 
future migration ideas. The greatest produc- 
tion that will come from that scheme will be 
dried fruits, and if Britain could see her way 
to make that preference which we at present 
have effective, I think it would solve the 
problem we are engaged upon.” 


2,000,000 ACRES. 

The scheme referred to was the Murray 
River irrigation scheme. When that was 
completed there would be available about 
2,000,000 acres of Jand most suitable for the 
settlement of British immigrants.

tent the necessary requirements, and that in 
order to achieve these two objectives the im- 
portation of foreign agricultural produce 
should be limited to the supply: of the de- 
ficiency that the British and Dominion 
agriculturalists were not able to suppl, 

CONSUMERS’ POINT OF VIEW. 

The consumers’ point of view must have 
the fullest consideration. Any agricultural 
policy which resulted in a permanent increase 
in the cost of necessary foodstuffs might 
place the industrial interests of Great Britain 
at a disadvantage in the markets of ‘the 
world. 

Discussing the way by which this policy 
might be carried out, he said that, being the 
representative of Australia, he gave his first 
choice to a tariff upon foodstuffs and raw 
materials, and a preference to the Dominions. 
Australia would welcome such a solution. In 
view of the high prices which the British 
consumer had to pay for produce, there was 
no real reason why a system of Protection 
and Preference based on a tariff should neces- 
sarily increase the cost of living 

The second suggestion that he’ put forward 
was a scheme of a sliding scale for Protection 
and Preference, under which the tariff would 
be brought into operatiom only when the 
prices of commodities sank to so low a level 
as to be unremunerative to the agricultural 
producer. The third suggestion was a system 
of subsidies. 

There were other methods worthy of con- 
sideration which were based upor. the idea 
of controlling the volume of foreign imports. 
One system proposed was an import licence 
system to discriminate against foreign 
countries. Another method was to stabilise 
the prices ‘of such essential commodities as 
meat and wheat. It was proposed under this 
system that the British product should be left 
entirely free and uncontrolled. The Dominion 
produce would also be freely marketed so long 
as the quantity required from foreign sources 
was sufficiently large to allow the contro! of 
its entire volume effectively to stabilise the 
‘ake of the commodity in Britain. The 
oreign suppies should be controlled by a 
national purchase corporation. He pointed 
out that in America| steps were being taken to 
stabilise prices for the producers of wheat.

MR. SHAW’S GARDEN 
OF EDEN. 


A DRAMATIC TRIUMPH.

BIRMINGHAM, Tuesday. 

“In the Beginning,” the first play of Mr. 
Bernard Shaw's ' Back to Methuselah,’’ 
aroused the audience at the Birmingham Re.- 
pertory Theatre to sustained enthusiasm to- 
night. There were cries of '' Give us Shaw,” 
but the apostle of creative evolution crept out 
of the theatre immediately the curtain fell. 

And the entnusiasm was deserved, for ** Ir. 
the Beginning’’ 1s full of a strange beauty. 
Here and there in ‘‘ Heart-break House”’ the 
same note was sounded, but not with the 
same serenity and beauty. 

Hitherto Shaw has done his best ‘to hide 
from us that he is a poet and a dreamer. Or 
is it that, hke his own serpent, he has merely 
shed an old skin, and now appears in one of 
new and strange beauty ’ for a dramatic 
critic in a hurry, who has read. ' Back to 
Methusaleh,”’ there is the great temptation 
to write of the play, as a whole; from the 
book. 

I will resist that temptation, and deal with 
the Pentateuch as it shapes on the stage day 
by day. How far its component parts make 
Snaw’s message plain, as the drama of ideas, 
must bé left until we have seen the last play, 
“ As Far as Talk can Reach.”’ 

Perhaps, at the end of it all the audience 
may feel that Darwin’s survival of the fittest 
may be applied to the appreciation of this 
overwhelming Shavian drama. 

‘In the Beginning”’’ takes less than a 
couple of hours to play, féllowing, perhaps, 
the example of Wagner's ‘“ Das Rheingold. 

Unlike the prologue to ‘‘ The Ring,’’ how- 
ever, there is not a dull moment in it, At 
least there was not a dull moment for me. 
The author had kept a wonderful balance be- 
tween his special type of humour and the 
beautiful expression of the fine ideas he had 
to reveal. It is fantasy, of course, and in all 
modern fantasies there must be humour. 
As one grows older, the problems of the 
world can only be fixed by a sense of humour. 

In this play Shaw has not admitted more 
humour than naturally arises from his fantasy. 
True, Adam and Eve, when we first see them, 
are our: old friends from innumerable 
Shavian dramas. Eve, quite early, declares

The. Stinnes negotiations have created the 
greatest excitement among the working classes 
in the Ruhr, who view with something more 
than suspicion the magnates’: demand that 
working hours should be prolonged, and the 
industrialists exempted from taxation. 

For nine months, says the PRheinische 
Zeitung, which represents the views of the 
great trade unions, the Ruhr miners: have 
defended the country against the French. 
Now the great German industrialists are 
oe to enslave them, with: the 
assistance of foreign bayonets. 

There. is no doubt that the Ruhr worker 
feels he is being satrificed in the interests of 
the great industrialists, and that he will not 
peacefully accept the rule of Stinnes should 
the latter succeed in wresting power from 
the German Government.

Herr Stinnes, with the big business barons 
solidly behind him, has at last come into 
the open, and has raised the issue which is 
of vital importance not only to, Germany, 
but to Europe. 

It is clear that at his interview yesterday 
with Herr Stresemann he was able to con- 
front the Chancellor with something like a 
fat accompli in the. shape of negotiations 
with the French, which had gone much fur- 
ther than had been publicly announced. 

Either at this interview, or as its imme- 
diate sequel, the Government was handed 
what was virtually an ultimatum from the 
‘big six ’’"—Stinnes, Kloeckner, Voegler, 
von Felsen, Luebsen, and Silverberg—the 
members of the Commission which undertook 
negotiations with General Degoutte. 

The principal features of the document are 
a demand that the said ‘“‘big six” be em- 
powered to continue discussions and settle 
‘current questions’’ with the occupation 
authorities. sod 2 sngqection that + new 
company shall be formed, with French, 
Rhenish and big business participation, to 
operate the railways in the occupied terri- 
tory. 

In addition, the Government, after its 
enormous outlay in the Ruhr during the past 
nine months, is invited—

To guarantee the availability of all coal 
required for future reparations de- 
liveries ; 
give the occupied district preferential 
treatment in the matter of raw material 
and food supplies ; 
dissolve the Coal Commission and the 
State coal distributing organisations ;

agree to an extension of working hours 
in the mines. 

The Government was asked to reply by 
mid-day to-day. It has not done so for an 
important reason. It has instructed its Am- 
bassadors in Paris and Brussels to make an 
immediate verbal request. for a definite 
answer to its inquiries on the subject of the 
resumption of work in the Ruhr. 

Until that answer is forthcoming it will 
de. nothing, but. in certain circumstances, 
the answer from Paris may have extremely 
interesting consequences. 

[ have reason to believe that Herr Strese- 
mann is contemplating the despateh of a 
special Ambassador to Paris if encouraged to 
do so, in order to resume reparations dis- 
cussions, and the name of Prince Buelow has 
been mentioned to me in this connection.

IMPERIAL DELEGATES, 


A PROPER PRIVACY. 


AA. 
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Because the Imperial statesmen now met in 
Council prefer that their every opinion shall 
not be registered, nor their every specch re- 
corded in full, there is surely no need to 
raise the ancient bogey of ‘‘secret diplomacy,’ 
remarks The Timea editorially. The meetings 
of the Prime Ministers are not diplomacy, 
nor, indeed, are they secret. The negotiations 
of secret diplomacy, strictly so-called, are 
carried on without any knowledge on the 
part of the public that anything is afoot. The 
meetings of the Prime Ministers, on the other 
hand, take place in the broad light of day, 
and may. be likened to a family gathering, at 
which decisions are to be reached on some im- 
portant matter.. There is not the smallest 
possibility that the Empire can be committed 
in whole or in any constituent part without 
full knowledge to any particular policy. No 


“one outside the family circle is taking any 


part in these discussions. Questions must be 
asked and answered. Opinions expressed at 
the outset may have to be modified, in view 
of the answers given, or because of 
new factors that may arise at any 
moment in a foreign situation which is 
kaleidoscopic. A man who represents his 
nation will be gravely embarrassed if every 
chance intervention in a general discussion 
is held to be permanently binding. 

To dissemimmte views so uttered in the 
Press of five Continente lends them, if en 
unofficial, nevertheless a considerable bind- 
ing force, which, unrecorded, none of the 
tellow-debaters understood them to possess. 
Moreover, the wisest of men may change 
his mind, and to publish broadcast hie earliest 
opinion may tie him to a hampering rigidity 
which would render all discussion futile. As 
soon as opinions have crystallised we shall 
expect the course of the debates to be re- 
vealed to the very fullest extent that is 
ossible. Democracy will not be committed 
‘lindfold, but it still expecte its leaders to 
lead. The Imperial delegates now gathered 
in London are representative of true de- 
mocracy, and are known one and all to be 
genuine advocates of publicity in the conduct 
of national affairs. They are not to be 
grudged the preliminary privacy which they 
unite in demanding. 


EUROPEAN CHAOS. 
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SITTINGS OF THE CONFERENCE. 


Though. Monday 's proceedings in the Im 
perial Conference are necessarily regarded as 
confidential, states The Times, there is good 
ground for the growing belief that they 
were of the greatest importance. The gravity 
of the situation.in Europe was thoroughly re- 
cognised. Its effects on the nations of the 
British Commonwealth were apprecia&ed. At 
least one constructive scheme of settlement 
was put -forward for consideration, and 
various suggestions of a practical character 
emerged in the course of the debate. There 
was also some general discussion of the posi- 
gion, of the Dominions in relation to foreign 
policy, but the definite attempt to grapple 
with the immediate problem of European 
chaos was the outstanding feature of the pro- 
ceedings. 

It is now understood that Lord Curzon is 
to resume the debate next Friday, by which 
time it will have been possible to bring ex- 
pert opinion to bear upon the various pro- 
posals put forward by the Dominion Prime 
Ministers. To-morrow, it is hoped, will be de 
voted to a statement by Lord Robert Cecil 
on the work of the League of Nations, and 
to its discussion. To-day, like yesterday, is 
set apart for the work of the Economic Con- 
ference, 


THE REICH AND THE RUHR. 


WORK IN THE RUHR. 


In a message from Berlin yesterday, The 
Times Correspondent states :—]t is announced 
that the German Government through the 
Cnargés d Affatres in Paris and Brussels has 
Addressed an official inquiry to the French 
and Belgian Governments asking whether 
they are now prepared to enter into negotia- 
tions with the German Government for the 
resumption of work in the Ruhr. This step 
was the natural consequence of the indepen- 
dent action taken by the group of six Indus- 
trialists representing the largest interests in 
the Ruhr—Herr Hugo Stinnes, Herr Pieter 
Klockner, Dr. VoglergHerr Lubsen. Dr. Sil- 
verberg, and Herr von Velsen (the last- 
naméd representing the State Mines)—in 
opening scparate negotiations with General 
Degoutte. The Industrialists attached to 
their demands to the German Government a 
request for a reply by midday to-day. In 
consequence, the Cabinet met this mogning to 
discuss these demands and decide upon its 
own line of action. It would appear that the 
presentation of the documents to the Govern- 
ment constituted the first official intimation of 
separate action on the part of the Stinnes 
group, and it was then that the Government 
hastily decided to call in the political and 
other representatives of the Ruhr istrict. 
This action of the industrialists is yenerally 
condemned as a high-handed proceeding. 

The Times Paris Correspondent states :—It 
is difficult to form a clear idea here as to what 
exactly has been agreed upon between General 
Degoutte and the German industrialists. It 
seems certain, however, that the attempt of 
Herr Stinnes, whether on account of the 
German Government or on his own, to obtain 
the agreement of General Degoutte to a 
reduction of the coal tax met with no success. 
Nor was he more fortunate with his proposal 
that the hours of work in the mines should 
be increased to eight and a half and those 
above ground to ten, while the German 
specialists should take over control of the 
mines and factories, the output to ve raised 
to the extent which might be desired. The 
French representative simply refused to discuss 
the matter with him, and Herr Stinnes de- 
parted for Berlin.

RETURNS FOR LAST QUARTER. 

The shipbuilding returns of Lloyd’s Register 
for the quarter ended September 50 show a 
decrease of about 67,000 tons as compared with 
the figures for June in the nominal amount of 
shipping under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and of about 546,000 tons as com- 
pared with the corresponding figures of a year 
ago, states The T'imes. 

The present nominal amount under construc- 
tion is 1,271,195 tons, but the register points 
out that this shipping includes 242,000 tons 
on which work has been suspended for a long 
time, or is in abeyance owing to the dispute 
now affecting the yerds. Deducting this ton- 
nage in order to enable comparison to be made 
with the figures for normal] times, the tonnage 
actually under construction is reduced to only 
1.029.000 tons, which is the lowest amount 
recorded for a period of nearly fourteen years.

In the Dail to-day Mr. Darrell Figgis 
will propose a resolution to refer to 
a special committee the section of the 
Courts of Justice Bill which deals 
with the Circuit Courts. The com- 
mittee, he suggests, should present its 
report to the Dail not later than the

) The Bill now before the Dail for the estab- 
lishment of new Courts and a new system of: 
judicature to take the place of the old Courts 
and old system is professedly framed upon 
the lines of the report made by the Committee 
which was appointed last January to advise 
the Executive Council. It is designed to 
establish a system which, as compared with 
the existing system, will be cheaper for 
litigants, less centralised, and on that account 
presumably, more convenient ‘ for litigants, 
more germane to the genius of the country 
and, in a word, more suitable to the condi- 
tions that prevail in Saorstat Eireann. 

The subject of these articles is to set out 
some of the issues and problems involved, 
and to ascertain how those issues and problems 
are dealt with in the Bill. The express pro- 
visions of the Bill will have far-reaching 
effects, but even more far-reaching effects 
may result from the omission from the Act 
of certain matters which have been included 
in corresponding Acts passed for the estab- 
lishment of a system of judicature in other 
communities. 


Express Provisions. 


For the purpose of these articles the express 
provisions of the Bill may be summarised as 
follows :—New Courts are to be established to 
take the place of all the Courts which at 
present exercise jurisdiction in Saorstat 
Eireann. There will be a Supreme Court, 
which may with reasonable accuracy. be de- 
scribed as taking the place, and having the 
jurisdiction, of the existing Court of Appeal. 
There will be a High Court, whose functions 
and jurisdiction will correspond to those of 
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The Third Article on the Dardanelles, 
by Mr. Winston Churchill, will be 
found on page 7.

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the existing Court; but while under the 
existing High Court, there are two divisions, 
there will be no such divisions under the new 
High Court. A Court of Criminal: Appeal will 
be established. It will be formed out of 
judges of the Supreme Court and the High 
Court. | 

In addition to the Supreme Court and the 
High Court and the Court of Criminal Appeal. 
two Courts will be established, having limited 
and local jurisdiction—namely, the Circuit 
Court and the District Court. The Bill 
defines the limits of the jurisdiction of the 
Cireuit Court, which, on the Civil side, are 
to be corisiderably wider than those of the 
existing County Court, and on the Criminal 
side are to be virtually the same as those 
now obtaining in Courts of Quarter Sessions. 
However, aie the system established by the 
Bill, the number of criminal cases to be dis- 
posed of by the Circuit Court will probably 
far exceed the number now heard at Quarter 
Sessions. 

The bill also defines the limits of the juris- 
diction of the District Court, to which is given 
a jurisdietion in certain civil matters now 
cognisable in the County Court, and in 
criminal matters a jurisdiction more extensive 
than that now exercised by the Courts of 
Petty Sessions. Grand Juries are abolished 
by the bill. Appeals will lie to the Court 
of Criminal Appeal from convictions before 
the High Court Circuit or before the Circuit 
Court. fior 

The bill also provides for the hearing’ by 
High Court Judges of appeals from decisions 
on the civil side of the Cireuit Court. The 
form of the clause in the bill giving this 
appeal requires consideration, and will be 
referred to later in these articles. The bill 
also provides for an appeal from decisions of 
a District Court to a judge of the Circuit 
Court. There is provision for the transfer 
to the Circuit Court, of actions instituted in 
the High Court, and this provision wil! also 
be referred to later in these articles. 

The desirability of the reform where the 
divisions of the High Court are amalgamated 
or abolished is generally accepted, and the 
establishment of a Court of Criminal Appeal 
has long been wanted. In this connection, 
however, it may be permissible to refer to the 
fact that there is a further reform in the 
criminal law which is not, but might well be, 
included in the bill. Saorstat Eireann is now 
almost alone among the nations in retaining 
the disability of an accused person and of 
the wife of an accused person to give evidence 
(except in a few specified cases) on behalf 
of the accused, and the reasons which in 
Ireland prevented any popular demand for the 
removal of this disability would appear to 
have ceased to exist. 


The Existing System. 


In order to appreciate the objects and 
effects of the bill it is necessary to refer te 
some extent to the practice and procedure 
heretofore prevailing, and a short summary (as 
accurate as space will permit) of the powers 
and jurisdiction of the County Court as now 
existing is necessary. | ; 

Under the existing system the County Court 
has jurisdiction in actions on contract where 
the claim does not exceed £50. Actions in 
tort (except in certain specified cases—namely, 
libel, slander, breach of promis® of marriage, 
and crim. con.) may be instituted in the 
County Court, but when instituted there the 
judge cannot award damages in excess of 
£50. All actions of tort commenced in the 
High Court may, under the existing system, 
be remitted in certain specified circumstances 
to the County Court, and, when so remitted, 
there is no limit to the amount of damages 
recoverable; but in other respects, including 
the form of appeal available, such an action, 
when so remitted, is dealt with as if it was an 
action commenced originally in the County 
Court. It is, however, material to notice 
that under the existing system no action of 
tort commenced in the High Court can be 
remitted to the County Court against the will 
of the plaintiff, TR that the plaintiff 
is willing and able to give security for the 
payment of the defendant’s costs in the event 
of the action being ultimately decided in the ~ 
defendant's favour. ee ie 
The County Court also has jurisdiction in 
actions relating to land or rights over land 
where the poor law valuation of the land does 
not exceed £30, and in actions for the re- 
covery of land for non-payment of rent, or for 
overholding where the rent does not exceed

DEFENCE OF THE BILL.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S- REPLY 
TO CRITICS. 
QUESTION OF LOCAL BARS, 
Mr. Hugh Kennedy, K.C., Attorney- 
General, in an interview yesterday with a 
represent utive of the /rish Times, replied to 
sume of the criticisms that have been passed 
upon the Courts oi Justice Bull, the Committee 
stage of which is down for discussion in the 

Dail to-day. ae 

Mr. Kenuedy said that the Constitution of 
the Free Siate required a new judiciary to be 
created, aud the Government's method of ap- 
proaching the question was to have the ground 
cleared of existing institutions, so that they 
could arrive at what would be most in the 
interests of the people for whose service 
courts were supplied at the public expense. 
The first great point in the working out cf 
the new scheme of courts was the fact that 
ireland is an agricultural country. Under the 
svstem that is now to be superseded people 
used to be brought—litigants and witnesses— 
from remote parts of the country, and kept in 
Dublin for the hearing of comparatively small 
cases. 

There had been cases of rights of way, 
watercourses, boundaries of holdings, in con- 
nection with which a number of people were 
taken from their natural working surround- 
ings and kept in -Dublin for ten days or & 
fortnight at great expense, not merely to the 
litigants, but to everyone concerned. 

Therefore, the central feature of the new 
scheme, raid Mr. Kennedy, is the provision 
of courts for trying, locally, the average type 
of case in which the people in the country are 
involved. In providing for this method of 
dealing with that particular class of case we 
have the advantage of the experiment made in 
the courts that were known as Dail Courts, 
which, in their hevday, were a great success. 

After all, said the Attornev-General, the 
money limit now put on the jurisdiction of the 
courts must be considered relatively to the 
nresent value of monev. The former County

COMMERCIAL CREDIT, 

One of the objections taken to the proposed 
system is the question of 
credit by compelling 
people to sue in the local venue for trade 
debts and on commercial contracts. 
This criticism ig very like a good deal 
of the criticism of the bill. It is not 
based on a close reading of the document. 
Although the Circuit Courts will, in fact, Fé 
forth with the jurisdiction mentioned, the 
High @ourt in Dublin will still retain “uria- 
diction in every case, and the plaintiff suing 
on a commercial contract can commence his 
proceedings in the a Court in Dublin. 

If the defendant seeks to tratisfer the suit 
to the local venue it always will be open to 
the plaintiff, if he can satisfy the High Cougt, 
to ask that the case be not transferred. 
People who object to this part of the bill ap- 
yarently have not studied its text, and they 
Ar assumed that the Circuit Court has ex- 
clusive jurisdiction in every case in & class 
within its jurisdiction. 

Mr. Kennedy, continuing, said An 
eminent member of the Bar told me the other 
day that most of the adverse criticisms of the 
bill which he had heard were made by people 
who could not ‘stand the test of being asked 
whether they had read the bill or not. He 
said that he had heard members of the legal 
profession denouncing the bill for things which 
it did not contain. As regards “ decentralisa- 
tion of the Bar,” as it is called, in my 
opinion, this forecast of its results is not well 
founded. 

A local Bar provides a great training 
ground from which the best men gradually 
move up to the central Bar. This was our 
experience in the old days with reference to 
the North-East circuit. That circuit was based 
on a local Bar at Belfast, from which the best 
men, as they gained experience, moved up 
to Dublin, and made the North-East group 
in the Library a very powerful one. 

In England there are loca! Bars all over the 
country—in Liverpool, Manchester, Birming- 
ham, Bristol, Newcastle, etc.—and from these 
Bars the best men are drawn to London, and 
have helped to make the London Bar the 
strong, fearless, independent and distinguished 
profession that it is. I am full of hope that 
the training grounds for the Bar which this 
hill will provide wil®lead to a strong, fear- 
less, independent and distinguished Bar in 
Dublin. 

Another point which has been raised u 
the bill ig the question of appeal on the short- 
hand writer's notes. The old Courts of 
Assize are universally admitted by the pro- 
fession not to have done their work well; 
courts which rushed cases against the railway 
time-table never could dispense justice 
properly or adequately. Moreover, the wit- 
ness will now tell his tale only once. 

COST OF SYSTEM, 

With regard to the cost of the new system, 
the Attorney-General said—We have now a 
Lord Chief Justice at £5,000 a year. It is 
peopoeet to have a President of the 
Supreme Court at £4,000 a year. We have 
now two Lords Justices of Appeal at £4,000 
a year each: It is proposed to have two 
Appeal Judges at £3,000 a year each. We 
have now six ordinary judges of the High 
Court and one Judicial Commissioner at 
£5,500 each. It is proposed to have five High 
Court Judges at £2,500 each, and a President 
at £5,000. To the cost of the former should 
be added half, at least, of the Lord Chan- 
cellor’s salary of £6,000. 

Then there are three Recorders, whose 
salaries total £5,900, and twelve County 
Court Judges at £1,400 a year each, with a 
bonus amounting, between them, to £3,800, 
or about £300 each. There were forty-six 
Resident Magistrates, whose salaries with 
bonus amounted to £39,400 a year, and to 
which should be added for travelling expenses, 
etc., £5,000. Instead of the Recorders, 
County Court Judges, and Resident Magis- 
trates, we will have eight Circuit Judges at 
£1,500 a year each; thirty District Justices 
at, say, £1,200 a vear each, and an estimated 
provision for Vacation Justices of £3,000. 

The total amount of the salaries under the 
old system was £111,400. Under the new 
system it is estimated that the total will be 
£76,000. This means a saving of £35,400 per 
annum. 

As ‘to the comparative staffs required under 
the new system, it is only possible to esti. 
mate, and it is calculated that, while the 
total cost of the Supreme Court staff, nelud- 
ing Land Registry, Registrars in ‘irciit 
Courts, Clerks of the Crown and Peace, at 
present, amount to £210,000 per annum, the 
staff for the new establishment rr 'd 4gure 
out at £154,560. thus providing an estimated 
saving of £55,500. Of course, it will be 
understood that the establishments that are 
to be set up to carry on the new Jvurts will 
not. be sinecures, and that nn?er the rew 
régime everybody will be experted ta do a 
full day’s work in his particular job.

assistance of a railway employé. Should any 
attempt be made to enforce this demand the 
transit of goods from Kingsbridge may 
seriously hampered, as the railway company 
do not assist in unloading goods Fiona] by 
them at the owners' risk.

Although they refused to accept the proposed 
out in their wages, the carters who are now 
idle left their employers on perfectly good 
terms. Co uently, when a settlement has 
been reached, it will be easy for both parties 
to resume old relations. 
THE COST OF LIVING. 
"The real question to be dealt with,” said 
a carrier to an Jrish Times representative 
yesterday, “is the cost of living.” “' In pre- 
war times,” he said, ‘‘ the charge for carting 
sugar from boat to store was 2s.@per ton. The 
carters’ wages were then about £1 per week, 
with no over-time, and they started at 6 
o'clock in the morning. Now the carters 
start at 8 o'clock in the morning, and finish 
at 5.30 p.m., while their wages are 62s. per 
week, with ls. 6d. per hour over-time.”’ 
Business was so bad, he added, that a cut 
was felt to be absolutely necessary. Whole- 
sale prices of produce have fallen so low that 
the producer is receiving a poor return for 
his labour, and a reduction in transit charges 
is, therefore, essential, but this can only be 
done where the men accept lower wages. 
The number of carters actually unemployed 
is little over WO. 
Members of the Carriers’ Association who 
ecntinue to pay their men at the old rate of 
wages, as well as other carting firms, are 
doing good business. Nevertheless, there is 
some congestion of goods at the berthagts 
along the river of some of the chartered 
boats. 
It has been arranged that the horses of 
firms whose men are on strike will be fed 
by certain of the workers.

THE NORTH WALL,

as he described: himself last night—sat down 
to a cup.of- coffee with his “ schoo! fellows.”’ 
His observant eye ‘soon alighted: on a Greek. 
motto which adorns the walls. 

There’ was-a “sequel to this when later in 
the afternoon the: Premier was among those 
who met Mr. Rudyard Kipling about the 
railway. station. The students carried Mr. 
Baldwin shoulder high down the platform, 
and, placing him on the weighing machine, 
held a mock graduation and demanded a 
speech. — “ You forget,” said the Premier, 
with a twinkle in his eyes, “I have been to 
the Students’ Union, and there my attention 
was attracted by the Greek motto which, 
being interpreted; reads ‘Keep your mouths 
shut; don’t chatter.’’’ ©The. Premier, amid 
ironic cheers, added: ‘“‘ That is a very good 
motto for a politician.” 

Last night the students organised a torch- 
light procession, and startled the quiet towns- 
folk by the weird and grotesque costumes. in 
which they paraded the streets. The most 
outstanding feature was the Kipling Library, 
represented by eight women students, who 
wore the familiar scarlet of the University 
and were encased in scarlet book-covers, bear- 
ing the titles of Mr. Kipling’s works. 

Ultimately the students assembled in front 
of University House, where Mr. Kipling and 
the Prime Minister had been entertained at 
u private dinner party. The guests came ont. 
and a speech was demanded from the new 
Rector. 3 

Mr. Kipling entered into the spirit of the 
fun, and even his- poetic soul did not. appear 
to suffer from the shower of sparks ich 
came from the fireworks and the thick smoke 
blown from the torches. '' I understand this 
simple vision. is a symbol of devotion, and 
typifies the manner in which you uphold and 
hand on the sacred torch of learning, was 
his pointed observation. 

fnere were cries of “ We want Stanley,” 
“Where is Baldy?’ and the Prime Minister 
stepped out from among the assembled guests, 
his constant companion, the old-fashioned 
briar, in his mouth. 

With the voice of a stern sergeant-major 
he was commanded to “put that pipe out, 
man,” and, with his face wreathed in smiles, 
he obyed with the precision of a good soldier ; 
but with no pipe to fondle, his hands strayed 
into his overcoat pockets. Again came the 
truculent voice of the sergeant-major, ** Pull 
those hands out of your pockets and stand te 
attention, man.” 

The Premier rocked with laughter, but he 
quickly put on a defiant air, and, folding his 
arms across his breast, stood like a tragedian 
surveying. the weird crowd. The Greek motto 


had obviously sunk deep down into his brain, 


and no amount of shrieking could persuade 
him to make a speech. “I am not going to 
make a speech; I-am only an Undergraduate 


to-night,’” was his excuse. : 


He did, however, thank them for taking

THE COURTS OF JUSTICE BILL, 
TO THK EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srej—I have read Lord Justice O’Connor’s 

letter with more than ordinary interest. 
While disclaiming any right or any knowledge 
that would qualify me to criticise the pro- 
posals of the Government and Lord Justice 
O’Connor’s remarks upon them, I cannot 
help feeling that those passages of his letter 
that refer to the legal prefession and the 
administration of law generally are open to 
severe criticism, even though that criticism 
come from the despised layman. I cannot 
see that the best of the legal profession, as 
such, .possess anything more than minds 
highly trained in logic and applied to exist- 
ing laws and the cases that come before the 
courts. Surely there are whole bands of 
men, turned out yearly from the universities, 
who do not enter the legal profession (and 
tor whom there are no “ plums’), yet are 
capable of weighing the pros and cons of an 
argument. Are not the sophistries of the 
professional advocate a danger even to justice 
itéelf? It should not be forgotten that the 
Bar’s function is as much to defeat the law 
as to uphold it. The professional advocate is 
a licensed person whose concern 36 not 
justice, but his client. “ Good law is dear 
aw’. is a convenient fallacy for the advo- 
cate; but the statement, coming from a judge, 
confirms the suspicion that there is one law 
for the rich and another for the poor. 

The citizen pays for iegislation and the 
administration of law by taxes. When, there- 
‘fore, he has a right to defend or » wrong to 
complain of he should have, with. certain safe- 
guards, free admission to the courts. The 
free administration of the law in the interests 
of the individual and, of the community 
should be a first concern of the State, and 
any legislation which even tends to decrease 
the cost to the litigant should be welcomed. 
That, at least, is the opinion of one who sees 
little for adoration in the “ majestic’ pro- 
fession.—Y ours, etc., “ 4A LayMAN.”

Sir,—Lord Justice O'Connor's letter clearly 
and admirably expresses views which come 
home to anyone with moderate experience of 
the subject, and the weakness of “ Jay 
Bee's ” reply to-day rather tends to emphasise 
the truth Of the Lord Justice’s observations. 
“Jay Bee” “be Bain the expression, 
“cheap law is r law.” I would 
rather add to quotation, ‘‘ cheap 
law is dear law. If you pay for a 
thing which is called cheap, you are in- 
variably getting something which is inferior to 
the same class of article that is sold at a 
higher price, and in the long run the more 
expensive {I do not say dearer) is the more 
economical. The remuneration for civil bill 
work is so entirely inadequate that the 
solicitor cannot, and is not expected to, put 
work into it which more adequate fees would 
justify. Take one typical example. I got 
two decrees in the country in 1918. Both de- 
fendants are well off, and there was no trouble 
about levying. 1 never got a penny out of 
them, but last week got the solicitor’s bills for 
obtaining the decree, where presumably ‘the 
solicitor considered his work ended. That is 
cheap law, which I would call dear law. 

Clearly the new idea of forcing the creditor 
to sue his debtor in the debtor's local court 
isedistinctly contrary to justice through the 
tendency of the local tribunal to be partial, 
and it must resvli in curtailment of credit to 
the prejudice of trade. Civil bills are slow 
and inconvenient. The cheapness of the pro- 
cedure encourages defendants to defend when 
they have no defence. In the superior courts 
after ten days a creditor can enter judgment in 
default of defence—not so in county courts. 
If a bogus defence is put in in the superior 
court, you have the motion for final judg- 
ment—not so in county courts. Extend if you 
like the county court jurisdiction and improve 
its procedure, but do not. make it obligatory 
on a creditor to sue exclusively in that court 
in cases over £20. It might, too, be desirable 
to enlarge the power of remitting actions to 
the circuit court where it is shown that the 
defendant has a bona fide defence. 

As to judges’ salaries, it must be borne in 
mind that managing directors of commercial 
concerns often get enormous sums in salary 
and commissions, and judges are devoting 
 ogpcan, higher qualifications to the service of 
the public. When tax comes off their salaries 
they seem to me, in place of being too high, to 
be below the figure which the judges’ long 
training and high qualifications should com- 
mand. If you want to attract the highest 
intellect to your service, you must pay for it.— 
Yours, etc., ** Socicrtor.”’

Sin,—The Bill, if it becomes law in its 
present form, will undoubtedly place serious 
obstacles in the reeovery of debts due and will 
inflict serious hardship upon the commercial 
community, | In endeatenine to cheapen 
litigation—which is, no doubt, desirable in the 
case of a bona fide dispute—facility is being 
given to dishonest debtors to avoid and delay 
payment. What the merchant requires is a 
speedy and effective method of recovering 
judgment, as frequently time is of the utmost 
importance. It must be recollected that in 
nineteen out of twenty writs or civil bills 
issued for debts there is no defence to the 
proceedings. At present, although the county 
court has jurisdiction up to the sum of £50, it 
is customary (where there is no defence and 
the parties do not reside in the same civil bill 
jurisdiction) to issue writs in the High Court 
for amounts over the sum of £10. If the de- 
fendant pays within ten days of service of 
writ, the costs, in cases of under £20, amount 
to £1 17s. 6d., and over that £3 10s. If no 
appearance is entered within ten days, the 
plaintiff can mark judgment in the coart 
office. If an appearance is entered, the plain- 
tiff is entitled to move the court and obtain 
judgment unless the defendant can show that 
there is some question to be tried. In nine- 
teen out of twenty cases the plaintiff will 
obtain his judgment within less than three 
weeks and be in a position to enforce payment 
thereof. If there is a bona fide dispute and 
the amount sued for is under £50, the action 
can be remitted to the county court. It will 
be seen that the above procedure is simple 
and gives little trouble to the commercial com- 
munity. 

Now let us look at the proposals under the 
new Bill. It is proposed to give the district 
court jurisdiction in debt cases up to £25. 
and that proceedings should be heard in the 
defendant's district, which may be in a te- 
mote seve: from the nearest railway station. 
The plaintiff must even, in undefended cases, 
send a witness to court to prove the debt He 
will thus incur heavy expense, and, having 
regard to the probability of finally getting a 
return of ‘‘no gcods,” will in many cases 
prefer to forego the debt sooner than incur 
this expense and trouble. ‘The cireuit eourt 
is to be given jurisdiction up te £300. In ail 
probability the proceedings will originate by « 
default process, under which the plaintiff 
will, in the absence of receiving a notice of 
intention to defend within a certain tima. be 
entitled to a decree in the office of the cirevit 
court. J think it, however, fairly certain that 
debtors wishing to avoid ayment, and with- 
out defence, will willing! incur the smal! 
expense of a notice of intention to defend, and 
thus delay the plaintiff for several months in 
the recovery of the debt due him. The larger 
the amount sued for the greater is the tempta- 
tion to defendant to adopt these tactics. As 
it is only proposed to appoint eight jndges 
for the circuit courts of the entire Free State 
I do not see how ‘sessions can be held in anv 
district under two months’ interval, and de- 
crees will probably not issue until the close of 
sessions. Apart from the inconvenience of 
sending witnesses to the country, it will be 
seen that in the vast majority of cases, instead 
of judgment after ten days and within three 
weeks at latest, there will be delay of three 
months in the obtaining of judgment or 
decrees. 

The right of the plaintiff to issue writs in 
the High Court for recovery of debts of £10 
and over should be preserved, with reduced 
scale for costs. The defendant, in case of a 
bona fide dispute, should, of course, be en- 
titled, at the discretion of the court, to an 
order remitting the action for hearing to the 
district or circuit court; and, if his defence 
succeeds, he would get costs in both courts 
against the plaintiff. A plaintiff would then 
only proceed in the High Court when satisfied 
that the defendant had no defence. There 
are many other ‘objections to the Bill, which. 
although it may lessen litigants’ costs in 
certain cases, will undoubtedly throw a heavy 
burden on the country in general owing to the 
creation of a vast army of officials. — Yours,

given of the origin of the Dardanelles Expedi- 

tion and of the reaching of. the first definite 
stage with the aecision of the War Council 
that a purely naval attack on the Dardanelles 
should be undertaken. 

In the extracts which follow, ATr. Churchill dis- 
cusses Lord Fisher's increasing hostility to the 
scheme and gives his own account of the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the critical Cabinet 
meeting, at which Lord Fisher left the council 
table and was persuaded by Lord Kitchener to 
return to his place. 

We shall continue these articles to-morrow with 
extracts, in which ACr. Churchil! will explain 
the genesis of the military attack’ on the 
Gallipod Peninsula. 


THE NAVAL PLAN. 


By the RIGHT HON, WINSTON 
CHURCHILL. 


(COP YRIGHT.) 

Tt will be seen that the genesis of this 
plan and its elaboration were purely naval 
and professional in their character. It was 
Admiral Carden and his staff gunnery officers 
who proposed the Ea method of piece- 
meal reduction by long-range bombardment. 
It was Sir Henry Jackson and the Admiralty 
Staff who embraced this idea and studied 
and approved its detail. Right or wrong, 
it was a Service plan. 

Similarly the Admiralty orders were pre- 
pared exclusively by the Chief of the Staff 
aod his assistants. I outlined the resources 
at our dirtosal in the old battleships. But 
it was the Staff who proposed the addition 
Queer Elizabeth, with all the pos- 
sibilities that that ship opened out. It was 
the -First Sea Lord who added the other 
two most powerful vessels, the Lord Nelson 
and the Agamemnon, to the Dardanelles fleet. 
At no point did lay or civilian interference 
mingle with or mar the integrity of a pro- 
fessional conception. 

[ write this not in the slightest degree to 
minimise or shift my own responsibility. But 
this was not where it lay. I did not, and 
I could not, make the plan. But when it 
had been made by the naval authorities, and 
fashioned and endorsed by high technical 
authorities and approved by the First Sea 
Lord, I seized upon it and set it on the path 
of action and thereafter espoused it with all 
my resources. When others weakened or 
changed their opinion without adducing new 
reasons, I held them strongly to their pre- 
vious decisions; and so, in view of the 
general interest of the Allies, thrust the 
business. steadily forward into actual experi- 
ment.

Up to about January 20 there seemed to 
be unanimous agreement in favour of the 
naval enterprise against the Dardanelles. War 
Office, Foreign Office, Admiralty seemed by 
their representatives to be equally in earnest. 
The War Council had taken its decision. 

It is true it was not a final or irrevocable 
decision. It authorised and encouraged the 
Admiralty to survey their resources and 
develop their plans. If these plans broke 
down in preparation, it would be quite easy 
for us to report the fact to the War Council 
and go no farther. But the staff work con- 
tinued to progress smoothly, and all the 
Admirals concerned appeared in complete 
accord. It was not until the end of January, 
when negotiations with the French and Rus- 
sian Governments were far advanced, when 
many preparations had been made, when 
many orders had been given, and when many 
ships were moving with his full authority, 
that Lord Fisher began to manifest an in- 
creasing dislike and opposition to the scheme. 

Meanwhile the possibilities of a British 
naval offensive or of amphibious action in 
Northern waters were becoming continually 
more remote. Correspondence with Sir John 
Jellicoe showed the Commander-in-Chief 
averse from anything in the nature of an 
attack upon Borkum or an attempt to enter 
the Baltic. To strengthen our naval forces 
by every conceivable means, to add every 
new vessal to the Grand Fleet, and to re- 
main in an attitude of inactive expectancy, 
was the sum and substance of the naval 
policy advocated from this quarter. 

At the same time the opposition of Genera] 
Jofire to Sir John French’s plans for an ad- 
vance in force along the Belgian coast 
brought that project also to an end. It was 
clear that no serious naval offensive would 
take place in the Northern theatre for an in- 
definite period, and that any plans which 
might gradually be perfected for such an 
offensive would derive no encouragement 
from the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 


Fleet. 

All this made me only the more anxious to 
act in the Mediterranean. That seemed to be 
the direction reserved for our surplus ships 
and ammunition by the failure or postpone- 
ment of other alternatives. It was the only 
direction in which we had a practical plan 
Properly worked out by the Staff. and sup- 
ported by a powerful consensus of naval and 
political opinion.

_As soon, however, as the Commander-in- 
Chief realised that the Queen Elizabeth, a 
battle-cruiser, and other powerful ships were 
to be assigned to the Mediterranean theatre, he 
began to dwell again upon the weakness of his 
fleet and the insufficiency of his margins. 
And now for the first time he found a ready 
listener in the First Sea Lord. Lord Fisher's 
sudden dislike of the Dardanelles project 
seemed to arise at this time largely and even 
prunarily from his reluctance to undertake the 
ombardment and blocking in of Zeebrugge. 
This opecenion appeared all the more necessary 
now that the Army had abandoned their in- 
tention of the coastal advance. It was 
strongly urged by the War Council, by the 
———w"má Staff, and especially by Sir Arthur 
lison. 

“If we do not block the Zeebrugge Canal,”’ 
Sir Arthur had written on January 4, “I 
think we shall inevitably lose more ships and 
also many transports. If we had done it last 
time we bombarded, we should not have lost 
Formidable. We cannot keep ships entirely 
arked up in harbour without deterioration. 
So far very few of our losses have been in- 
curred while the ships have been employed 
in any active operations.” I was in cordial 
agreement with this doctrine. Ultimately, as 
everyone knows, the blocking of Zeebrugge 
had to be carried out under circumstances of 
infinitely greater difficulty and after we had 
“ifered grievous injury.

The Council was already waiting. Colonel 
Hankey’s record of the discussion is as fol- 
lows :— 

Mr. Churchill said that be had communicated to 
the Grand Duke Nicholas and to the French Ad- 
miralty the project for a naval attack on the 
Dardanelles. The Grand Duke had replied with 
enthusiasm, and believed that this (attack) might 
assist him. The French Admiralty had also sent 
a favourable reply, and had promised co-operation. 
Preparations were in hand for commencing about 
the middle of February. He asked if the War 
Council attached importance to this operation. 
which undoubtedly involved some risks. 

Lord Fisher said that he understood that this 
question would not be raised to-day. The Prime 
Minister was well aware of his own views in regard 
to if. 

The Prime Minister said that, in view of the 
steps which had already been taken, the question 
could not well be left in abeyance. 

Lord Kitchener considered the naval attack to 
be vitally important. If successful, its effect would 
be equivalent to that of a successful campaign 
fought with the new armies. One merit of the 
echeme was that, is satisfactory progress was not 
made, the attack could he broken off. 

Mr. Balfour pointed out that a successful attack 
on the Dardanelles would achieve. the following 
results :'— 

It would cut the Turkish Army in two. 

It would put Constantinople under our control. 

It would give us the advantage of having the 
Russian wheat, and enable Russia to resume ex- 
porte, 

This would restore the Russian exchanges, 
which were falling owing to her inability to, ex 
port, and causing great embarrassment. 

It would also open a passage to the Danwhe. 
It was difficult to imagine a more helpful 

operation. 

Sir Edward Grev said it would also finally settle 
the attitude of Bulgaria and the whole of the 
Balkans. 

Mr. Churchill said that the Naval Commander- 
in-Chief in the Mediterranean had expressed his 
belief that it conld be done. He required from 
three weeks to a munth to accomplish it. “The 
necessary ships were already on their way to: the 
Dardanelles. In reply to Mr. Balfour, he said 
that, in response to his inquiries, the French had 
expressed their confidence that Austrian submarines 
would not get as far as the Dardanelles. 

Lord Haldane asked if the Turks had any sub 
marines. 

Mr. Churchill said that, so far as could he 
necertained, they had not.’ He did not anticipate 
tnat we should sustain much loss in the actual 
bombardment, but in sweeving for mines some 
losses must he expected. The real difficulties would 
begin after the outer forts had been silenced ana it 
became necessary to attack the Narrows. Ile ex- 
plained the plan of attack on a map 


This record does not, however, complete 
the story. During the Council an incident 
occurred which has subsequently obtained 
much publicity.

arbitration, they recommend the Conference 
to refuse this offer also.

Hicks.as wholly unsatisfactory, the Committee 
allege that, instead of regarding the matter 
as one affecting the national public health, he 
has directed his attention mainlv to the ques. 
tion of the lowest sum obtainable for medical 
attendance on insured persons. The fixing of 
such a rate of remuneration as would tend 
to exclude the family doctor is: indefensible, 
continue the Committee, who further declare 
that the statement that private fees vield a 
rate of remuneration materially lower than the 
resent capitation fee of 9s. 6d. will not stand 
investigation.

DEAD WIFE'S RING.

The seizure by a Court official of the 
wedding ring of the dead wife of a bankrupt 
when the man attended the sitting of the 
Bankruptcy Court in Cork, yester y, was 
the subject later of an application to the 
Deputy Registrar by the bankrupt’s solicitor.

It pro- 
vides that no person may be in possession of 
any firearm or ammunition unless he has a 
firearm licence, issued by a superintendent of 
the Civic Guard or a superintendent of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police, as the case may 
be, in the area in which the holder resides. 
Persons desirous of purchasing firearms or 
ammunition must make application to such 
superintendents. It is ordered that no fire- 
arm or ammunition shall be imported into the 
Irish Free State “unless a licence in that 
behalf has been obtained from the Ministry 
of Home Affairs, Dublin.”’

ELIMINATION N OF GEAR BOX 
AND LEVER. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

PARIS, Friday. 

The Paris Motor Show shows advance in 
many directions, but few novelties. 

Perhaps the only one of these worth noting 
is that which aims at the elimination of the 
gear box and lever by an arrangement which 
transmits thé drive directly from the engine 
to the rear axle, the change from a lower to 
a higher gear being made automatically and 
gradually with the speed of the car. 

This device, designed to do away with the 
jolt of the change gear, is likely to attract 
attention at Olympia. 

A definite feature of the show is the 
general effort which it illustrates to 

pularise the small car. Prices, it is true, 
Love run up rather than down, but the aim 
ws obviously to produce at the lowest price 
something better than has hitherto been pro- 
vided for people of slender purse. 

The makers of a two-seater cycle-car have 
made it their task to avoid the French luxury 
tax on cars above 5,000 francs in price, and 
havo succeeded at the very low level of 4,850 
ha say The engine, oí “ h.p., is 
at the back, and this affects the line in a 
way which may not prove generally pleasing, 
bet it is claimed for the little machine that 
it will make 40 miles an hour, and is entirely 
reliable. 

Another firm exhibits a two-seater at a 
price hardly £10 higher, which looks spacious 
and comfortable, with a hood, ia addition, 
that folds down into a well. Reduction of 
the running cost of these small types is 
claimed to have reached a point at which the 
consumption is scarcely more than a gallon 
to 60 miles. 

This year’s show also marks the general 
application of the front-wheel brake to small, 
as well as to heavier, cars. Luxury cars 
ae more luxurious than ever. One French 
exhibit, a touring car to carry eight persons, 
has stowage sufficient for a whole family’s 
luggage. 

There is generally not much change in 
form, but some colour effects are striking. 
One car, in enamel, in dull red, has a tartan 
effect showing through its high polish. 

The Rolls Royce stand, in front of the 
Austin Motor Company, attracted much at- 
tention to-day, especially from English visi- 
tors, large numbers of whom are in Paris for 
the show.

POSTMAN’S DEATH. 
BELFAST SHOOTING RECALLED 


IN CLAIMS COURT. 


A decree for £1,058 was awarded yesterday 
in the Belfast Claims Court, in the claim by 
Mrs. Delia Higgins for £10,000 compensation 
in respect of her husband, George Higgins, 
who was shot on the Queen’ s road, Belfast, 
in September last year. 

In presenting the case for the applicant, 

á. J. Fox  (instrueted by Mr John 
Graham) said that the deceased was ‘a Ros- 
common man, and had served fourteen years 
at Elphin ae an auxiliary postman. hile 
there he was held up by armed men who 
deprived him of some letters. The men were 
masked, but even so, Higgins was able to 
identify them and have them convicted. 

From that moment, connsel continued, 
Higgins had to live under police protection, 
and he was in such danger that in October, 
1921, he was transferred to Belfast, where he 
continued his work as postman, He was shot 
dead while on duty in the Queen’s road. There 
were two entrance eounde in the head, show- 
ing that two bullets had taken effect. 

Mr. Beattie, K.C., for the Belfast Corpora- 
tion, submitted that the claim could not be 
upheld, as the man might have been shot b 
a stray bullet. Later he remarked that his 
attention had been drawn to the fact that 
there were powder marks on the left side of 
the man’s face, which could not have been 
caused by a stray bnuilet.

NO PUBLIC INTEREST. 


Transactions in Oil shares vesterday were, 
for the most part, small and cf a professional 
character, public ‘interest ‘n the market still 
being lacking. The natare cf the business 
may be judged from the fact that the price 
movements finally recorded were, without ¢x- 
ception, in the downward direction. The 
outstanding feature was the renewed weak- 
ness of Anglo-Persians, appreciable declines 
being registered by the Ordinary and 5 per 
cent, Debs., while the 8 per cent. Prefs. also 
weakened. It would appear that the sharp 
fall in the various issues of the Anglo-Persian 
Company was due to bear operations. 
Burmahs left off slightly easier, no doubt in 
sympathy with Anglo-Persians. Shells re- 
ceived very little attention, and although 
they weakened at one time they improved at 
the end to the overnight level; while Royal 
Dutch, in which business was also small, 
registered a slight decline. Mexican Eagles 
made a steady start, but Paris was again in a 
selling mood, and the price slipped hack, a 
loss being finally registered.
